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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action in responsive to the communication filed on June 1 1 , 2007. Claims 1- 
8, 10-15, 17-24 are pending. 

2. The Office would like to notify the Applicant that there has been a change in the 
Examiner to conduct the future examination and prosecution processes of the currently 
pending application. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

a. Species 1: Claims 1-8, 10, 11, and 17-24. 

b. Species 2: Claims 12 and 13. 

c. Species 3: Claims 14 and 15. 

2. The Species are independent or distinct because each of the various disclosed 
Species details specific characteristic of the following: 

a. A method/system for securely creating an endorsement certificate for a 
device in an insecure environment 

b. A data processing system comprising a trusted platform module (TPM) 
chip to verify an endorsement key pair as being a valid pair generated 
within said TPM. 

c. A data processing system utilized for issuing endorsement certificate. 
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3. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic 
claim is finally held to be allowable.
